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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues Martin and Giallorenzi do not teach "the use of a common code with an orthogonal sequence" and states one of ordinary 
skill in the art would not combine Martin, Giallorenzi and Hao. However, Examiner respectfully disagrees. Hao is relied upon to teach a 
common PN sequence and unique orthogonal codes, disclosed in column 2, lines 24-25. In response to applicant's argument that there is 
no teaching, suggestion, or motivation to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness may be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See 
In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988), In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992), and KSR 
International Co. v. Teleflex, Inc., 550 U.S. 398, 82 USPQ2d 1385 (2007). In this case, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art 
to combine the teachings, for the purpose of distinguishing signals and properly receiving the desired signal. Furthermore, Martin, 
Giallorenzi and Hao are all related prior art in the field of CDMA systems. 
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
